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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 20-22, 57, 58, 72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Terakawa et al. 

Terakawa et al disclose a first member, a second member (Figs. 2-7) having first 

and second conductive portions (2), a joint or means, conductive bridge or paste (an 

adhesive, col. 3, line 65-68) and capable of functioning as claimed (re claim 1, 3, 20, 21 

57, 72). 

Re claims 4, 22, the limitations of "a liquid state for flowing between the first and 
second members and a solid state for permanently attaching itself to the first and 
second members" have been considered, but does not result in a structural difference. 
The presence of process limitations in product claims, which product does not otherwise 
patentably distinguish over prior art, cannot impart patentability to that product. In re 
Stephens 145 USPQ 656 (CCPA 1965).. 

Re claim 58, wherein the joint is inherently rigid in order to shield 
electromagnetic. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-8, 23-30, 63-71 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9-16, 18, 19, 31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The limitation "a frame" of claim 9, "a structure glue and a conductive paste" of 
claims 5-8, 23-30, 63-71 in combination with other limitations present is neither taught 
nor disclosed in the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,3,4, 20-22, 57, 58, 72 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
